y, June 14th, 1989, the band J.D.UNDER wes no more. This letter to you all will serve as a last 
I.D.UNDER newsletter, its obituery, end the beginning of new things to coee. But first, let me tell you the story. 

The last newletter that was sent out was in March, It contained all the regular inforgation, an ieproved contact 
list, a plea for stamps, and an ennouncement atovt the release of "GENERICIDE”, Like its predecessors, it generated ar 
ever increasing amount of “subscribers” ang letters, which edsed up to lots of work and postage. In April, it was 
decided te issue the nensletter once every two eonth 
effect, but it wes er sent, cue tc lack of post 

At this point, I ended to go ahead anc get the Mey NL together, and explain the delay there, Well, May was 2 
busy month, as at wes the lest month before I.D.UNDER wae planning on erbarking cn a9 to 10 week national tour, It was 
settled thet there would be one last (and by this time, big) newsletter released before I.D.UNDER left. The project 
never got past that point. 

On the atternoon of Wednesdey the 14th, three days before I.D.UNDEX was to leave, drummer Eric and bessist lac, the 
other 2/Srds cf the band, celled me on the telepticne and quit the tard. I can fonestly tell you that T have never Bes? 
Sc surprised and disbelieving es of that rorent. Eric had been in the band since a few months after its beginning in 
1985, and Zac & solid menter since Feb “68. I ested for reascns, anc they were many, but odd and unspecific. Jac hac 
simply decided that being in a band wes é * : and that getting 2 part tise job to pay for strings and train fare to 
practice was an enorsous effort that he wes not willing to undertake. Eric recounted é streen of contradictory petty 
plights, none of which woulc constitute leaving the band. Whatever the rez) reasons were, it was certain that they were 
dead set in their cecisions, and that this wes the end of 1.D.UNDER. 

There are siles of pages that I could write on this subject, but I refrain. I.D.UNDER was the best project I was 
ever involved with (essentially my first) and in no way do I feel that 1.D.UNDER had accomplished al] that it could de. 
Eric said that he reviewed all our past recordings, and found no reason to go on. But the act is done, and I know thet 
what we had done together was greet. I look tack on it with pride. 1.D.UNDER wrote and played powerful, raw music thet 
was interesting because it wes unique and fresh, The music wes fun end relevant. That was our goal. 

I do not harbour any resentments towards Eric and 2acy they dic whet they did because they felt it was right, The 
reasoning was immeture, anc the timing was selfish, but the emotion wes sincere. For the last reason alone, I suppose 
that it was good that it came out, although it could have core out at 2 better tire. As the one who put up all the money 
for the tour, its supplies, promotional materials, long distance phone calls (to both book and unbook the tour) T-shirts, 
van overhaul and outfitting, even sub-letting my eparteent for the duration we were to be gone, 1 was slammed. I lost 
al] of the above, lots of money, my band, and worst of all, two friends. 

1 started when I was 14, and J had nothing. But after this loss, at age 21, what I ae left with is 4.1/2 years of 
touring, recording, singing, playing, song-writing, sanaging, and booking experience. I am in contact with scads of 
bands, booking agerts, clubs, record co. people, 21] of whom are in touch with this scene all over the country, and are 
both sympathetic and supporting. J have this newsletter and all of the people on it as interested fans. I have a van, 2 
Practice space, anc nice equiptment. All of these I have, anc with them J a# going to carry on. 

That ends the first part of this “open letter". The second part is the future. I.D.UNDER did some great thinos, 
but what it was doing is far from done. My plans from this point are several. First, 1 intend on keeping this 
Newsletter going (regularly) as a free information forus. It will be called the Chicago Alternative Contact Bulletin. 1

I bnow thet a band where everyone seng would be best, and especially if ore or rare could be feszle, A dus] ezle-fenale 
leas vocal would be creat. Anyone who 18 interested or knows someone whe is interested, please call me a.t.a.p., 1 dont 
Care about age, fe, race, experience, or anything. You just heve to went te do it all] the way, recorcing, touring, etc.
